What Went 
Wrong In The 
. Vanguard 


Washington, Feb. 5. 
The Navy reported. today 
that its Vanguard rocket 
failed early today because 
of a failure in the engine 
control system of the 
rocket’s first stage. 

It said the first 57 seconds of 
the flight “were smooth, with’ 
all components of the rocket 
functioning normally.” 

But, small freguiaritles | 
occurred in the control system 
somewhere between the 57th 
ong 60th seconds after the 
rocket was launched from Cape 
Canaveral, Florida. 


A FAILURE 


“After the 60th second, a 
failure jn the control \.system 
caused the ongine to deficct for 
to the right and the resultant 
abnormally high forces caused 
the rocket to break in tho 
middle," tho Naval Research 
Laboratory said in ao statement. 

The statement was the first 
official explanation. of what 
went wrong with the Vanguard. 
test vehicle that was to have 
launched a baby carth satellite.
